NEEDED SERVICE 
statistical restults of the free eye 
Screening program have been sub- 
mitted to Northeast Medical Ser- 
vices (NEMS) and District Health 
Center 州 ，in hopes that they wi 

assume the needed service. 

“NEMsS has $33,000 allocated for 
eye care for the needy. Only foot- 
dragging has brevented them from 
putting it to good use,”said Terty 
Hall of the clinic. 

The clinic hopes to continue 
working with other health agencies 
in the community in identifying and 
solving health problems,， For 
exampble, in Matrch, 1973, the clinic 
worked with eight other community 
agencies to provide free diabetes 
Screening for two weeks straight. 

Because the clinic now lacks a 
doctor,， it can only ofifer screenin8g， 
medical referral，and health rights 
counseling. ,TIhey see ， about four 
patients each of the two nights they 
are open. 


HEALTH ADVOCATIE 

They are also in the process of 
redirecting their energies toward 
advocating better health services in 
the community。、 The clinic ， was 
instrtmental in pressuring Chinese 
Hospital to accept federal funds to 
build a much needed outpatient 
clinic and Harbor Emergency to hire 
bi-lingual workers. They have also 
come out against the plan to incor- 
porate San Francisco General Hos- 
pital and have consistently pres- 
sured NEMS to be more account- 
able to the _ community it serves， 
_JIn the area of health rights，the 
clinic is adamant that inadequate 
health care in_ afich country such as 
the United States is Unjustifiablje. In 
a DOGOr Comiimtnity such as China- 
town， 计 is _ important that indi-

viduals understand their basic 
health rights，said Hall. 

“People have a right to under- 
stand the imedical treatment they 
are being subjected to; they have a 
right to a choice of treatment and 
doctors; they have a right to ques- 
tion a bill; and they have a right to 
know of any side effects caused by 
medication or 计 they are being 
experimented on,”he said . 

“If dissatisfied with health ser- 
Vices in the community, they have a 
right to complain,”added William 
Wong of the clinic.“They can even 
ask that health agencies open at 
night and weekends for their 
convenience.” 

NOT PASSIVE 

Contrary to general opinion，Hall 
and Wong pointed out，people in 
Chinatown are not passive about 
their health. From working with 
patients at the -clinic，they have 
found that often patients go from 
one doctor to _ another，hoping to 
find a cure to their problem，JIn 
areas of skin，kidney stones，hyper- 
tension，and diabetes, they are still 
depending on Chinese herbalists for 
treatment， 

The fact that traditional Chinese 
practitioners still have a volume of 
busienss is an indication of dissatis- 
faction with Western medical ser- 
vices in the community, said Wong. 
Part of the reason may lie in the 
“neighbor” relationship “Chinese 
doctors have with patients as op- 
posed to the impersonal，authori 
tarian relationship practitioners of 
Western medicine have with their 
patients，added 了 all. 

In any case, as long as there is 3 
need to improve health_ services for 
the poor in Chinatown，the Asian 
Comimunity Health Clinic will con- 
tinue to exXist. 
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Health Agency sfill 
Facing Many Problems

North East Medical Services, Inc. 
(NEMS)，a five-year pilot program 
in comprehensive health care，well 
into its fourth year，is facing an 
uncertain future in the midst of 
much criticism and a definite need 
for its services. 

Even critics say having NEMS ,is 
better than nothing. 

Supported with 3$1.335 million 
from the Health，Education and 
Welfare ” Department (HEW)， 
NEMs9 serves 0,000 of Chinatown2s 
poor, elderly and immigrant popu- 
lation， It provides free services in 
Such areas as general medical，X- 
ray，laboratory work，medications， 
pediatrics， obstetrics-gynecology， 
minor Surgery，otolaryngology， 
family planning，emotional health， 
podiatry，dentistry， preventive 
medicine and health education. 
NEMS even provides transportation 
when necessary. 

“Isee the weaknesses, but still it's 
good. It's better than before and it 
lead to better things in the future,” 
said Floyd Huen，a third-year 
medical student observing NEMS， 


CHINATOWN POOR 

Dr Tina Kwan，bediatrician for 
NEMS” clinic，feels NEMS should 
be serving, and does, the Chinatown 
poor who work and just make 
enough to be disqualified from 
Medi-Cal, Medicare. She said Medi- 
Cal, Medicare patients can go to any 
clinic,，any doctor，and any hospital 
because of the federal and state aid. 
However, it is the families who are 
poor，but not poor enough to meet 
Medi-Cal, Medicatre guidelines, who 
really need NEMS because they 
cannot afford to go anywhere else 


and have no health Plan Or insur- 
ance. 

Because patients are poor elderly 
Or newly-arrived，many of NEMS” 
patients have pre-conceived ideas 
about wbhat NEMS is and what doc- 
tors should be doing. 9ome patients 
never USe NEMs, associating NEMs 
with welfare and shame. (These Pa- 
tients, who take up space by holding 
NEMS cards, are part of the quota 
of patients.) Other patients see the 
doctors but do not allow treatment. 
There are Some patients with dia- 
betes who refuse blood tests，Doc- 
tors cannot treat them without the 
tests. Thus, these patients end UP 了 mn 
hospitals in much worse conditions. 

Other patients who need opera- 
tions refuse to enter a hospitalL asso- 
ciating hospitals with death houses， 
And still other patients see more 
thban one doctor for the same illness. 
They receive medicines from both 
doctors and take both, thinking the 
Imore the better. They sometimes 
take herbs and drugs from 了 Hong- 
Kong at the same time，However， 
they do not realize that these drugs 
may interact and cause great 
damage. 

“It's ,a real problem getting 
people to really understand that we 
(doctors) have real scientific knowl- 
edge. They don't understand we're 
trying to do everything in their best 
interest,”sand Dr Geoffrey Woo- 
Ming，NEMS medical director. 

HEALTHEDUCATION 

Dr. Woo-Ming feels that besides 
treatment and screening，even more 
important is educating Chinese to 
jearn how to get better health care.

A Chinese Hospital board of di- 
rectors meeting January 7 to pre- 
sent new board members and to 
elect a new chairman almost end- 
ed in a fist fight. 

Controversy arose when it was 
discovered that the Sam Yup Be- 
nevolent Association had two rep- 
resentatives Present at the meet- 
ing 一 Dick Quock，Ppresident of 

am Yup, and Donald Young, del- 
egatepreviously appointed by Sam 
Yup to _ serve on the hospital 
board. 

Quock stated that a Sam Yup 
letter ending Young's two-year 
term on the board and naming 
him the official representative en- 
titled him to sit on the board. 
Young, aided by Foo Hum of the 
Chinese Six Companies，showed 
the board a document from the 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation that indicated he was 
illegally” ousted from .his board 
Seat. (Young has served one Year 
on the board.) 


The argument over who repre- 
sented ,Sam Yup was especially 
crucial at this time because the 
election of a new board chairman 
was tied at 7 votes for incumbent 
Park Louie and 7 for Wing Y. Chu 
of the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
Inerce. 

HUM ACCUSED 

Accused of supporting Young so 
that Chu and he would gain con- 
trol of the board，Hum replied 
that he had no time to run the 
board. 

“Then what are you doing here 
busting up the meeting? ”asked 
Tim Jang of Young Wo Associa- 
tion. 

In reply，Hum challenged Jang 
to a fight. Jang offered to“exer- 
cise”with him at the YMCA gym 
after the meeting. The meet be- 
tween the two men never material- 
ized， 

Later in the meeting, Quock left 
in frustration，agreeing to bring

Licensing procedures should be set up throughout the 
country to protect the public as well as to uphold the stan- 
dards of the profession. It is not uncommon for persons im 
the_ community to _ find fake patent medicines and low- 
quajlity herbs. The community should work with govern- 
ment agencies to find ways to keep unethical crooks from 
creeping into the medicine market.

Let me see your identifica- 
tion, Dan Young, the restaurant 
Owner, sald. 

The Anglo male ignored the re- 
quest and pulled out a setof hand- 
cuffs. He said,，“Wait, let me hand- 
cuff him first.”Isn't this equiva- 
lent to shoot and ask .questions 
later? Is the Anglo trying to bring 
1973 back to the days of the wildq， 
wild West? 

Meanwhile, there was a struggle 
between the Anglo and the Chi- 
nese. The tall Anglo punched the 
Chinese in the midsection. Then I 
noticed the Chinese was bleeding 
on the hands where the handcuffs 
were. Isn't this Anglo committing 
the crime of assault and battery? 

Dan Young protested: “You 
better stop it1 工 m going to call the 
policel Tm going to _ call a law- 
We 

The Anglo raised his voice and 
pointed his finger at Mr. Young. 
"Tm going to have to PuUtyYou be- 


hind bars where you belong for 
resjsting arrest!”Isn't this Anglo 
committing the crime of intimida- 
tion? 

As the Anglo was about to lead 
the Chinese away,， an Afro-Ameri- 
cam stepped forward from the 
crowd and said，“Youre not going 
to take the worker anywhere with- 
out some identification shownl!” 
Only then did the Anglo pull out 
his wallet and laid it on the table 
for all to see. The Afro-American 
then copied the data and gave 让 
to the restaurant owner. The iden- 
tification cardread “Michael Smir- 
noff, imnmigration officer.” 

The handcuffed Wong was taken 
away. What happened afterward is 
not too clear as I was no longer an 
eyewitness. If the immigration of- 
ficers went to Wong's home and 
Saw the Green Card，why wasnt 
he released then? Tunderstand he 
was detained for four hours. I 
understand_ he was released only 
after' the Chinese for Affirmative 
Action telephoned Congressman 
Phillip Burton，who in turn con- 
tacted your office. 

As'a college student，I protest 
the non-professional way which 
borders on the barbaric with 
which your staff carried out their 
duty. Their action is a disgrace to 
this country1 . . .

There are 
70 sta 任 members, which include one 
project director，one medical direc- 
tor，one dental director，two part- 
time doctors in internal medicine， 
one full-time pediatrician，14 
primatry physicians and 40 special- 
ists.

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BOARD STRUCTURE 

Aside from a peer review commit- 
tee which looks towards quality 
care， 3a grievance ， commitee to 
handle patients”problems and a 
pharmacy committee， NEMS has a 
board of directors，consisting one- 
third of recipients (Patients) who are 
nominated and elected by all recipi- 
ents through secret mail ballot. 

Another third of the board 
consists of physicians，dentists，and 
other health providers，The final 
third consists of community repre- 
sentatives， including the Public 
Health Department and the San 
Francisco Dental Society. The last 
two-thirds of the board are elected 
through a nominating committee 
made up of board members. 

Concerning the future of NEMS， 
Dr， Woo-Ming said _ community 
cooperation and physician coopera- 
tion was needed in devising a system 
of health maintenance and some 
type of prepaid health plan on a 
sliding scale. 

“The federal ” government can 
help pay for the poor， bnut we need 
community Support behind NEMS 
to get federal monies. And the rich 
should be able to use NEMS” ser- 
vices, providing they pay for it,”said 
Dr..

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Nuftrifionist Advocatfes 
Beans In Place of NMeatf

The sudden rise of food prices，particularly meat products，has 
forced many of us to reduce our meat consumption. Many have 
depended on meatless dishes by using cheese，rmilk，eggs amnd 人 ish. 
However，these are not too inexpensive! Some finally have resorted 
to the good old forgotten dried peas and beans for part of their 
daily protein supply. 

One point to be made is that consumers can lower their meat 
consumption by supplementing their diet with other protein foods， 
particularly dried legumes， Unfortunately，in our affluent society， 
beans have a connotation of poverty. Rarely does one see commercials 
for beans flashing across the TV screen. Bean recipes often appear in 
women's imagazine articles dealing with planning meals for welfare 
budgets. They are identified as the “poor man's”meat. Only recently， 
with the“hippie”movement of returning to nature and the rise of 
“vegetarianism;”have beans become an important part of the diet of 
sub-cultural sects. 


PART OF ETHNIC DIET 


Yet，when one reviews the history of various ethnic'groups，one 
will notice that this item has long been accepted as a good and im- 
portant constituent in people's diet， For instance，in the Middle 
East people did and still do depend on chickpeas (garbanzo beans)， 
lentils and other beans as major sources of protein foods. For the 
Mexican，Central amd South Americans，rice and beans (Pinto and 
other beans) are their main protein food. In America，black-eyed 
peas and ham hocks was one of the main dishes in the South， 
Particularly of the Blacks. 

In China，soy beans have been an important food in our diet， 
particularly for the vegetarians. It is the most versatile food from 
which dozens of other products are processed 一 Soy Sauce，soy bean 
Imilk，bean curds, parched beans, and dried bean curd sheets, which in 
turn are processed into mock roast duck and barbecued Pork. 

Most of us depend on our daily supply of protein and iron from 
meat, fish,，and poultry. Dried legumes, too，are high in protein，iron 
and vitamin B，are a good source of calcium，and are low in fat， 
especially cholesterol and saturated fat. Pound for pound，we get 
similar protein Supply in beans as meat, but at a mmuch lower cost. 

It is-true that the protein quality of beans is not as high as meats 
or dairy products. However, 让 we have a mixed diet of both animal 
and Plantproducts, we need not worry about poor nutrition . 


CALORIC VALUES 


There is a common belief that“beans”are fattening because they， 


are too starchy. However，their caloric and carbohydrate values are 
no higher than other starchy food or sweets we eat. 

Also, sometimes fat pork or bacon drippings is added to beans to 
enhance the flavor or palatability，which increases the caloric values. 
So in serving beans，one should balance the meal and decrease the 
amount of other starchy foods. 

One other aspect of the nutritional value of beans which shouldn't 
be overlooked is their low fat content. Protein foods such as meat， 
eggs，and dairy products are high in saturated fat and cholesterol. 
Those cutting down on saturated fat and cholesterol intake to prevent 
Coronary heart diseases should know that substituting part of the 
dietary protein with beans can assist in lower fat content in diet. 


CHINESE USE OF BEANS 


Most Chinese are familiar with the use of black beans，black-eyed 
peas, mungbeans, red beans and soy beans in bean curds. Black beans 
can be used in soups and stew with shin beef or soup bones. Black- 
eyed peas Inake a delicious stew with pork bones. Mung and red 
bean soup with sugar is a very nourishing snack or dessert. 

Besides these traditional Chinese bean products，one can try using 
canned pinto or red kidney beans with ground beef for a Mexican 
dish of Chili con carne，or use these and canned garbanzo beans with 
salad dressing to make a delicious bean salad. Hearty soups can be 
prepared with lentils，split peas and navy beans，soup bones and 
Vegetables and served with either a sandwich or salad to make a 
quick, nourishing lunch. 

There are many other types of dried legumes on the market. Be 
adventurous，Ppick them up from the grocery shelves and have fun 
experimenting. 
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CHINESE HOSPITAL: AN NS 
OF，FOR, AND BY THE CHINESE COMMUNITY

People call it “The Chinese Hos:- 
Pital” in English，but in Chinese 
,it ls IOre appropriately known as 
Tung Wah Yi Yuen ( 曙 二 
院 )，short for “Hospbital for the 
玉 wangtung Chinese?” 
和 人 医院 )， 

This unique Chinatown institu- 
tion Was established by the Chi- 
nese in America, through their own 
efforts，to _ serve the Chinese im 
America，、BEver since its opening 
amost half a century ago，thou- 
sands of CHinhatown residents, and 
out-of-towners as well,have passed 
through its doors seeking medical 
treatment， Many Chinese-Ameri- 
cans have first seen the light of 
day in its maternity wards. 

The hospital，which officially 
opened its doors 48 years ago, did 
not come into being overnight; 
rather, it was the logical end prod- 
uct of long decades of difficult 
struggles by the Chinese in Amer- 
ica， 

INITIAL ATTEMPTS 

When the Chinese first imnmigrat- 
ed into _ this country during the 
19th century, they were the target 
of much discrimination and racial 
Prejudice. In the field of medical 
care， governmental authorities 
were totally disinterested in pro- 
viding clinics or hospitals for their 
welfare. Most Public or Private 
hospitals refused to accept Chinese 
as patients. Alsoi.sUch institutions 
Were located at a _ distance from 
Chinatown. Thus to go to a hospil- 
tai，a_ Chinese would have to ven- 
ture out of the protective shelter 
of Chinatown and run the risk of 
exposing himself to rock-throwing 
attacks，beatings，or robberies by 
hoodlums. 

Even 这 he should arrive at the 
hospital unscathed，the average 
Chinese didmnot know much Eng- 
lish and thus could not cormrmmuni- 
cate with American doctors. More- 
Over，in those early years，Incst 
Chinese had little understanding 
of, and less faith in， Western medi- 
cine. Because of these factors, the 
Chinese community was forced to 
establish its own medical care 
units. 

DISTRICT COMPANIES 

Shortly after their arrival in Cali- 


fornia，distrlict associations (会 


馆 ) or companies were 
formed among the Chinese for 
social control， protection，and 


charitable activities. As early as 
the 1850s,each district association 
established buildings used as hotels 
and “hospitals”for their own con- 
stituents. These so-called“Halls of 


Great Peace 全 芝 在 房 ) Pro- 
vided only minimal services, and t 
did not take much deep thought 
to realize thatsuch health facilities 
were inadequate. 

Some progressive-minded China- 


town leaders early recognized the. 


need for better-equipped and bet- 
ter-organized health institutions. 
As early as _ the mid-1870s，the 
directors of the Chinese Six Com- 
Panies petitioned the Chinese min- 
ister in Washington for permission 
to establish a Chinese 也 ospital 


( 中 董 ， 丑 院 ). In taking this 
action，they were Probably in- 
spired in Part by the recent SUcC- 


cessful opening of the Tung Wah

TUNG WAH HOSPITALEL 

The Tung Wah Hospital was es- 
tablished by 再 ong 有 ong Chinese 
merchants in 1872 to make medi- 
cal treatrment available to the Chi- 
nese population.Many of its direc- 
tors came from business firms 
with close financial and personal 
relations with their Overseas com- 
patriots.

TUNG WAH DISPENSARY 

Instead，about a year later，oDn 
February 6, 1900, another institu- 
tion opened its doors to serve the 
health needs of the Chinese com- 
munity.A new dispensary Was es- 
tablished under the leadership of 
Chinese ConsulGeneral Ho Yow 
(和 合 | 估 ) and the Chinese Six 
Companies. Called the Tung Wah 
YiKuk( 东 蔡 医 局 )icChi 
nese， it was the namesake of the 
Tung Wah Hospital of Hong 术 ong. 

The facility was first located at 
828 Sacramento Sti (approximate- 
ly the site of the Present Chinese 
Playground). After the 1906 fire 
and_ earthquake，it moved to 14 


For many years, the Hong Kong hospital maintained 
a“Coffin Home"“ as a temporary depository for 
coffins of dead Chinese shipped from abroad.

board ships sailing between 了 ong 
Kong and the Americas, to be used 
in the event some Chinese passen- 
gers should pass away during the 
VOyages. 

The activities of the hospital ex- 
tended also into other areas. For 
example，rescued slave girls kid- 
napped in China and sold in Aner- 
ica were Shipped back to the Hong 
玫 ong hospital to be reunited with 
their families or relations. Failing 
this，the hospital would then en- 
deavor to find a suitable husband 
for the girl. 

In times past，overseas Chbinese 
have contributed generously to the 
support of the institution。. Simi- 
larly，the Tung Wah Hospital re- 
ciprocated .by helping to raise 
funds in Hong 玉 ong for charitable 
undertakings _ among the Chinese 
abroad. 

BUILDING ATIEMPTS 

But the wheels of progress turned 
slowly, and it was not until a dec- 
ade later that the San Francisco 
Chinese consul general and the 
presidents of the Chinese Six Cora- 
Panies werte abjle to complete Plans 
to the Proposed facility，using the 
Hong 开 ong Tung Wah Hospital as 
amodel. 

The Chinese raised a sum of 
money and Purchased a parcel of 
land in the southern outskirts of 
the city. Construction was about 
to begin when the authorities 
stepped .in and forbade further 
Proceedings on the grounds that 
the promoters only intended to 
use “objectionable” Chinese Sys- 
tems of medical treatmentl 

The next attempt came in 1899 
when a group of 21，including 
both Chinese and whites, incorpo- 
rated as the Chinese 百 ospital of 
San Francisco. The hospital and 
dispensary，known as the “Yan 


Chai LI Yun” (全 注 器 1 


was to be located in the vicinity 
of Chinatown.Only Western medi- 
cine Was to be practiced. However， 
this Project apparently didqd not 
proceed further，perhaps because

An interesting fact is that Pa- 
tients of the dispensary had a 
choice of consulting either West- 
ern doctors or Chinese herbalists; 
for at that time, U.S. Chinese were 
still in a_ transition stage in thei 
acceptance of Western medicine. 
This Tung Wah Dispensary，then， 
was _ the first .community-estab- 


pital? This put the Situation in a 
new light. 

It was a greaterundertaking than 
had at first been envisioned and 
would require more thorough plan- 
ning and more funds than were 
then available. Also, at that time， 
donations for-a great drought and 
famine in China were already 
straining the slender financial re- 
sources of the Chinese comInunity. 
Hence， the project was again 
tabled.

The need now is for men of 
vision to provide forward-looking 
leadership in this direction，not 
for men who will stoop to engage 
in petty personal politics to the 
detriment of the common good.
